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4 WEEKLY LETTER 
WARBLE FLIES, HOTS 

AND GOPHERS 

• . 

The writer of this week’s let¬ 
ter wns recently in a local drug: 
store and was surprised to note 
a display of preparations for 
the control of warbles and go¬ 
phers. In conversation with the 
druggist it was learned that 
there was considerable demand 
for such preparations, and as 
this is the incorrect time of the 
year for effective control meas¬ 
ures to be practised it appeared 
that a number of farmers are 
misinformed regarding these 
pests. It occurred t 0 me that 
a weekly letter tellin ff what not 
to do at this season of the year 
would be as valuable as one 
telling what do a£ the P ro " 
per time. 

Each of the three pests, war¬ 
ble flies, hot flies and gophers 
cause considerable damage an¬ 
nuity. Fortunately effective con 
trol measures have been devel¬ 
oped for at least two of them, 
and it is only a matter of or¬ 
ganized timely application of 
these measures that is required, 
but any attempt at the destruc 
tion of these pests during the 
summer months will be largely 
a waste of time, monev and en¬ 
ergy. It is true that this is the 
time of the year when they are 
in evidence but it is also the 
time of the year when control 
measures are least effective. 

The warble fly. cr heel fl / 
it is commonly known, is most 
prevalent during- the months of 
June, July and August, on 
bright warm days. The fly 
neither bites nor stings but 
simply deposits its eggs on the 
hairs of the legs, flanks and 
bellies of cattle, but this is suf¬ 
ficient to cause stampeding of 
herds. The fly never feeds but 
apparently exists only to re¬ 
produce. 

No satisfactory means of de¬ 
stroying the flies has been de¬ 
veloped, but it has been discov¬ 
ered that an effective control 
of this pest can be obtained by 
destroying the grubs or war¬ 
bles during the late winter and 
early spring months when thev 
are to be found in the backs of 
cattle. The only practical me¬ 
thod of preventing the attack 
of the flies is to provide a dark, 
shadv shelter for the cattle dm* 
in u - the summer menths, as the 


flies work only i n bright sunlit 
areas. 

Bot flies are in the same cat¬ 
egory as the warble flies inas¬ 
much as the flies are trouble¬ 
some at this time of, the year 
whereas the greatest damage 
from the hots is caused during 
the winter months. Treating 
horses for the destruction of 
hots during the spring- or sum¬ 
mer is of little Or no value as 
most of th e hots will have pass 
ed out of the digestive tract of 
the horse. The proper time to 
treat for the destruction of 
bots is midwinter when danger 
of re’nfestation i^ largely over. 

Very little can !>e done in de¬ 
stroying the botfly, but relief 
can b e given horses from the 
attack of the flies by the use of 
various appliances which inter¬ 
fere with their attacks, and al¬ 
so 1)/ providing shade for hor¬ 
ses that are not working. 

The last item, gophers, to be 
dealt with in this letter pres¬ 
ents quite a different problem 
but probably causes as great 
losses as th e other two pests. 
It is realty surprising the a- 
mount of damage which can be 
observed in some fields where 
control measures hav e not been 
applied. Too many farmers 
wait with their control measur¬ 
es until the time of the year 
when damage is being done, 
whereas the early spring when 
feed is scarce and before young 
arc produced is the logical time 
for the use of poisoned bait.
